Berger Hospital 
Governors View 
Year-End Finances

At its regular monthly meeting 
Wednesday night, the Berger Hospital 
Board of Governors were presented 
with both the monthly snd yearly 
financial reports by Harry Clifton, 
chairman of the boards finance 
committee, Clifton noted that there 
was a 5 6 increase in expenses during 
the year and a 10.6 increase in 
revenue 
The hospital also showed a profit in 
1075 as compared to a financial lots in 
1974 but Clifton pointed out to the board 
thai 13.2 per cent of the business 
reported has not yet been collected 
Seven per cent or 1143,000 of the ac­ 
counts receivable were written off 
during the year. There was an inc rease 
of ten per cent in the bills not paid for 
the year as opposed to last year’s 
figures. 
Clifton also presented the board with 
a statistic sheet on the last 12 years of 
hospital operation. Figures between 
1974 and 1975 showed a decrease rn 
patient days but a.« increase in nun 
hours as well as earnings and labor 
coala pet patient day ■ Births for the 
year were down over the 1974 figure 
and the average sUy in the hospital 
was alae down 
Emergency room 
visits, lab and x-ray procedures were 
up for the year There were 930 
operations performed in 1975 over 901 
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in 1974. In conclusion. Clifton pointed 
out that the average wage at the 
hospital was $3.46 in 1975 over $3.11 in 
1974 which signified a 11.3 per cent 
increase. 
In other business before the board, 
approval was given for hospital ad­ 
ministrator Charles Rideout's decision 
lo get another company to complete 
the hospital appraisal. Approval had 
been given at another meeting for the 
American Appraisal Company to do 
the job for $5,200 Hideout reported 
Wednesday night that he had been 
advised of another group who com­ 
pleted the appraisal for $1,500 less than 
that figure. 
Present at the meeting was Dr. Mike 
Cle roo who will be joining Dr William 
Myers’ practice in July. 
Mrs. Ann More hart was at the 
meeting to report on the General 
Guilds She advised the board that the 
group had started on the 1976 Follies 
and asked the board for a donation of 
$400 for advertising rn the Follies 
bulletin. Board approval was given for 
the advertising 
The board also approved con­ 
struction bills as follows 
Steward 
Construction, $8,717; Croson Plumbing 
and Heating, $2,500 Hideout advised 
the board that with these payments, 
the general contractor was paid off 
except for the retention fee. Retention 
fees for all the contractors amount to 
about $93,000 which is still owed on the 
hospital construction. 
Parking for the new wing was a 
major discussion item at the meeting 
Board approval was given for Hideout 
to look into the situation and get coat 
estimates and specifications for a 40-50 
car parking lot. 
Authorization was also given for the 
administrator to go ahead with the 
plans to have the air conditioner 
compressor repaired He assured the 
board that he had a bid for the work 
which would be held until Feb I at a 
cost of $4,251.50 A new compressor 
would cost $7,700 and only a one-year 
warranty would be offered with a new 
one as is being offered on the recon­ 
ditioning of the old one.

Program Tied 
To O hio's 
Tax Income 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Unvoted 
bond issues for capital improvements 
projects would be allowed under the 
terms of a constitutional amendment 
recommended for passage by a House 
committee on Wednesday. 
The House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee gave its blessings to a bill 
drafted by the Constitutional Revision 
Commission setting a floating ceiling 
on state debt. 
The ceiling would be determined by 
the amount of tax revenues the state 
collects. 
Rep. 
Marcus 
Roberto, 
D-62 
Ravenna, House sponsor said the 
measure would allow a more orderly 
and responsible method of financing 
state projects. 
"It is intended to provide a more 
rational 
capital 
improvements 
program based on a state plan, on a 
basis of need rather than depending 
entirely on the political climate for 
voting on economic issues,’’ Roberto 
said. 
Under the constitution, multimillion 
dollar bond issues for construction 
projects must be approved by a vote of 
the people. 
The proposed amendment would 
alter that provision, substituting a 
ceiling based on a percentage of the 
average tax revenues available for 
appropriation. 
Debt could be used only for capital 
improvements Any bond issues above 
the limit still would require a vote of 
the people. 
The ceiling would change from year 
to year depending on tax revenues But 
a rough figure of $300 million is usually 
taken as representative 
The W W would be either six per cent 
of Lax revenues, for debt service, or 
eight per cent of tax revenues, for 
outstanding principal, whichever is 
lower. 
Roberto said he does not plan to push 
for quirk consideration of the proposal 
on the House floor. 
"The only hope the resolution has is 
for bipartisan support of legislators 
who are interested in resolving the 
capital improvements problems we 
face biannually," he said 
He said he will try lo explain the 
measure thoroughly to House mem­ 
bers before bringing it to a vote. 
lf approved by the House and 
Senate, the measure would have to be 
approved by a vote of the people before

Subdivision Review Board, 
Health Panel Air Problems

Members of the Pickaway County 
Board of Review met with the county 
board of health Wednesday to duscuss 
mutual problems concerning home site 
development. 
Representing the board of review 
were Priscilla Steele, the county’s 
consulting planner; Don Archer, 
Pickaway Soil and Water Conservation 
District conservationist; and Bob 
Parker, assistant county engineer 
Mrs Steele alerted the board to the 
new flood plain zoning and flood in­ 
surance regulations 
She said that 
federally insured lending institutions 
will not be permitted to loan money for 
construction unless builders meet 
certain prescribed criteria. 
One of the regulations that will come 
under the board of health's Jurisdiction 
concerns on-site sewage disposal 
systems They must be constructed 
and located so that flood waters will 
not cause them to malfunction nor 
spread contaminants from them. This 
virtually eliminates septic tanks and 
leach beds as disposal systems in flood 
plains, 
Mrs. 
Steele 
said. 
The 
regulations apply to commercia! and 
industrial users as well as home sites 
Maps delineating major flood plains 
in the county are expected to be 
received in the very near future so 
these regulations can be implemented 
The members of the board of review 
and the board of health also discussed 
defining a farm as 30 acres or more or 
a tract of land that generated at least 
$2,500 income from farm produce. 
Under 
present 
subdivision 
regulations, a five acre tract is con­ 
sidered a farm and therefore does not 
come under subdivision regulations 
However, regardless of the size of the 
tract of land, all on-si Ie waste disposal 
systems must meet the rigid board of 
health specifications. 
Mrs Steele noted there is a very 
definite trend toward the 5-acre 
subdivisions in the county The board 
of review agreed these type sub­ 
divisions were undesirable not only 
because they take valuable farm land

CINCINNATI (AP)—The United 
Rubber Workers submitted their 1976 
contract proposals Wednesday to the 
rubber industry’s four largest com­ 
panies, renewing their demands for a 
$2.00 catchup wage increase and a 
cost-of-living clause.

Goodyear negotiations will be 
held at Cincinnati, Firestone at 
Cleveland, Goodrich at Columbus and 
UniRoyal at New York City. 
The Big Four hire almost one third of 
the URW’s 190,000 members.

Tips For Pa re nts On Alc ohol Abus e

NINTH IN A SERIES 
Something is amiss when a teen-ager 
drinks too much. 
But ex actly what? And how much is 
‘too much? ” 
Is the drinking just a passing fad? Is 
it only very occasional, or reflecting 
the possible beginning of addiction? 


When should parents, teachers or 
other adults step in, and how? 
Specialists dealing with alcohol 
abuse can 
offer some 
genera! 
guidelines: 


- Don't panic. 
—Find out, first, if there is a real 
cause for concern, in amount of 
drinking and frequency of occasions, 
—If the teen-ager is abusing alcohol, 
discuss this factually , and non* 
emotionally . Scare tactics will fail. 
—l,eam the facts about alcohol, 
including the grim statistics on 
drunken driving, that 50 per cent of 
traffic crashes are alcohol-related, 
that among y oung people involved in 
fatal crashes, two-thirds have high 
levels of alcohol in their blood, say s 
Dr. Frank Seix as, medical director of 
the National Council on Alcoholism. 
But, also, include the generally ac­ 
cepted medical view that alcohol in 
moderation is not harmful. 
- Realize that ex cessive drinking 
may be a call for help. Determining 
what’s wrong, and offering assistance, 
can be a delicate matter. It is certainly 
no time for moralizing, or calling the 
teen-ager weak or stupid. 
—Listen to the y oungster. Really 
hearing and understand what he is 
say ing, and meaning. 
—Nothing in any 
Ruiebook for 
Parents say s y ou cannot be a friend as 
well as a parent. 
—I,ook to y our own drinking habits. 
What ex ample may y ou be setting? 
—Know that the use of alcohol is 
here to stay . 


“ We must have a relax ed attitude 
toward alcohol, and really moderate 
use, as a beverage. That’s a positive 
thing. Alcohol taken in moderation 
adds to life,” say s Dr. Seix as. 
Adult attitudes influence teen-age 
drinking, say s Dr. Patricia O’Gorman 
of the National Council on Alcoholism. 
Such things as it is ‘‘manly to be 


drunk;” that ‘‘I can hold my liquor;” 
that “ drunks are funny people;” that 
an adult who drank too much “ was 
irrespoasible only because he was 
under the influence. Teen-agei 
want 
to be irresponsible at times, and this is 
then an appealing message We tend to 
make ex cuses for adult over-drinking, 
calling it a way of letting our hair down 
at parties. If we say ; “ This is how to go 
about it,' the kids will follow." 
Scare tactics just don’t work, Dr. 
O’Gorman and others emphasize 
They fail in dealing with use or abuse 
of other drugs, and "anti-drug 
problems trained many kids in how to 
use drugs,” the psy chologist say s. 
If a teen-ager appears to be getting 
into trouble from drinking, then talk to 
him, the specialists advise. Ask if he 
has some problem, and wants help in 
resolving it. Show that y ou care. Don’t 
become irritated, and don't lecture. 
You can ask why he drinks, feels the 
need for a drink. Is it to be sociable, or 
because 
he 
feels 
angry 
or 
aggressive? " 
Strict honesty is essential in 
“ educating” y our teen-agers about 
drugs such as alcohol and others. As 
one psy chiatrist remarks, “ once the 
y oungster can prove the parent is 
wrong about one point, he very likely 
takes the position: ‘Now I can’t believe 
any thing at all y ou say .’ And once y ou 


ex aggerate, 
y ou 
lose 
y our 
fectiveness.” 
Listening to rather than talking at a 
teen-ager is another essential 
in 
building stronger bridges of un­ 
derstanding and respect between 
children and parents. Young people 
have reasons for what they think and 
feel, and their reasons are not alway s 
wrong, by any measure.

NEW YORK — Nothing makes a 
contented middle-aged woman more 
nervous than receiving a letter which 
begins: 
“ Congratulations!” Now that the 
good news is out, we hope y ou won’t 
mind if we tell y ou about our con­ 
venient, customized diaper delivery 
service. . 
It happens, y ou know. The name- 
selling ex change in advertising circles 
is, as alway s, booming — and there are 
bound to be mistakes. You were ex ­ 
pecting to invest in a new car, now that 
the children are almost grown, but 
whoever bought y our name and ad­ 
dress for a quarter or even a dollar 
thinks y ou’re ex pecting something 
smaller and squirmier. 
Nobody ever knows ex actly who is 
selling names and addresses to whom 
these day s, but it is believed that 
business firms and charities spend up 
to a half-billion dollars a y ear to buy 
and use specialized lists. Whenever I 
receive a solicitation from a foundling 
home in Arizona, my heart goes out — 
and my mind starts clicking : 
How did they get my name, way out 
there in cactus land! My mother-in- 
law, who lives in La Jolla, Calif., 
subscribes to “ Arizona Highway s.” 


I^st y ear she gave me a subscription 
to “ Readers Digest," which is located 
in Pleasantville, N.Y. That magazine 
is delivered to my home via the U.S. 
Postal Service, with headquarters in 
Washington, D. C. Washington is the 
base of the F.B.I. The F.B.I. no doubt 
has a file on me — and on the Arizona 
Foundling Home. Is there a con­ 
nection? You get paranoid when y ou 
stop to ponder these matters. 
The 
problem 
for 
the 
poor 
householder besieged by advertising 
mail is that he never knows what 
company or agency has bartered away 
his inalienable right to an uncluttered 
wastebasket. Just by registering y our 
automobile, y ou can wind up on a 
dozen or more car-accessories-makers 
lusts. Just by being in the telephone 
book, y ou may be hounded to subscribe 
to magazines. 
Every one likes to have his name in 
the social columns of the newspapers, 
but the briefest mention can make one 
subject to dozens of letters offering 
suggestions on what y ou can buy , from 
prestige gifts to resort vacations. If 
y ou appear on radio or TV, a half- 
dozen firms will write to offer y ou 
tapes of y our 
"interesting” - 
sometimes “ memorable" — per­ 
formance. 


According to a Wall Street Journal 
story a few y ears ago, some large 
firms make money by keeping their 
own subscriber lists, but renting them 
out to other firms for short periods of 
time. The renting firms send their 
advertising materials to the rentor 
firm, which then addresses the en­ 
velopes and mails them at an ad­ 
ditional service charge. When a 
publication goes out of business, it can 
make up the money it lost on sub­ 
scriptions by selling the names and 
addresses of subscribers to another 
publication. 
It’s a funny business. But as it grows 
bigger, it may eventually diminish 
itself. Because many of us, badgered 
by 
increasing 
solicitations 
and 
suggestions, are getting to the point 
where we toss out much of our mail 
without even opening it. As the non­ 
pregnant middle-aged mother of five 
observed when she received the 
solicitation from the customized 
diaper 
service: “ May be they don’t 
realize — but we’ve had it.’’

The Charter of Child’s Rights — of 
the National Council of Civil Liberties 
is

Development Act. Following are four 
of the several. 
1. “ All children have the right of 
protection from the compensation for 
the consequences of any inadequacies 
in their home and backgrounds.” 
2. “ Children have the right to 
protection from any ex cess claims 
made on them by their parents or 
authority .’’ (The question was asked 
by way of ex ample, “ What do y ou 
mean by “ ex cessive claim” : The 
ex ample was given, “ If the mother or 
father asked the child to take the 
garbage out and they don’t want to, the 
parents have no right to insist on it.” ) 
3. “ Children have the right to 
freedom from religious or political 
indoctrination.” This means parents 
could not insist on children attending 
church, Sunday School or Sy nagogue. 
It also means the parent could be 
reported to the authorities for ex ­ 
pressing himself in his own home 
before his own children regarding 
politics and religion, if the child 
reported this to the authorities. 
4. “ Children shall have the freedom 
to make complaints about teachers, 
parents and others without fear of 
reprisals.” 
This bill passed both houses in 1971 
and was vetoed by President Nix on 
with the following remark: “ This bill 
would weaken the American Family 
by 
committing the vast moral 
authority of the National Government 
to the side of communal approaches to 
child rearing over the family oriented 
approach.” 
This is an actual bill coming up 
before Congress again in February 
1976. We urge all concerned citizens to 
write their Congressman and the 
above mentioned committee and ask 
them to vote against this bill. We hope 
this bill gets widest publicity and 


creates such an uproar of opposition 
from the “ American Family ” that it is 
killed the first day on the floor. 
There is only one thought more 
disturbing to me than the possibility of 
this bill being made the law of the 
land; the realization that, judging 
from their 1971 actions, a majority of 
the politicians in both houses ap­ 
parently agree with this concept now.

- learn the facts about alcohol, 
including the grim statistics on 
drunken driving, that 50 per cent of 
traffic crashes are alcohol-related, 
that among young people involved in 
fatal crashes, two-thirds have high 
levels of alcohol in their blood, says 
Dr. Frank Seixas, medical director of 
the National Council on Alcoholism. 
But. also, include the generally ac­ 
cepted medical view that alcohol in 
moderation is not harmful 
- Realize that excessive drinking 
may be a call for help Determining 
what’s wrong, and offering assistance, 
can be a delicate matter. It is certainly 
no time for moralizing, or calling the 
teen-ager weak or stupid. 
—listen to the youngster 
Really 
hearing and understand what he Is 
saying, and meaning. 
- Nothing in any 
Rulebook 
for 
I’a rents says you cannot be a friend as 
well as a parent. 
- l/>ok to your own drinking habits 
What example may you be setting” 
- Know that the use of alcohol is 
here to stay. 


’’We must have a relaxed attitude 
toward alcohol, and really moderate 
use, as a beverage. That’s a positive 
thing 
Alcohol taken in moderation 
adds to life,” says Dr. Seams. 
Adult attitudes influence teen-age 
drinking, says Dr Patricia O’Gorman 
of the National Council on Alcoholism 
Such things as it is "manly to be 


drunk;" that ‘‘I can hold my liquor;” 
that ‘‘drunks are funny people;” that 
an adult who drank too much “was 
irresponsible only because he was 
under the influence. Teen-ageii want 
to be irresponsible at times, and this is 
then an appealing message. We tend to 
make excuses for adult overdrinking, 
calling it a way of letting our hair down 
at parties. If we say: "This is how to go 
about it,’ the kids will follow.” 
Scare tactics just don't work, Dr. 
O’Gorman and others em phasize 
They fail in dealing with use or abuse 
of other drugs, and "anti-drug 
problems trained many kids in how to 
use drugs," the psychologist says. 
If a teen-ager appears to be getting 
into trouble from drinking, then talk to 
him, the specialists advise Ask if he 
has some problem, and wants help in 
resolving it. Show that you care Don’t 
become irritated, and don’t lecture. 
You can ask why he drinks, feels the 
need for a drink Is it to be sociable, or 
because 
he 
feels 
angry 
or 
aggressive?” 
Strict honesty 
is essential 
in 
“educating" your teen-agers about 
drugs such as alcohol and others. As 
one psychiatrist remarks, “once the 
youngster ran prove the parent is 
wrong about one point, he very likely 
takes the position ‘Now I can’t believe 
anything at all you say.’ And once you

Listening to rather than talking at a 
teen-ager 
is another essential 
in 
building stronger bridges of un­ 
derstanding and respect between 
children and parents.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A House 
committee approved 9-0 Wednesday 
night a proposed constitutional 
amendment designed to help the state 
save hundreds of miles of rail lines 
from abandonment.

Conrail is the federal reorganization 
plan for bankrupt Midwestern and 
Northeastern railroads. It designates 
Ohio tracks for abandonment, but 
would provide federal assistance to 
salvage the lines if the Wilkowski's 
enabling amendment is eventually 
approved. 
The Toledo attorney, who also chairs 
the Economic Affairs and Federal 
Relations Committee that voted out 
the legislation, wants to try again for 
voter approval on the June ballot. 
The resolution was sent to the House 
Rules Committee for assignment to a 
floor vote.

Businesses vetoed a proposal Wed­ 
nesday that they begin paying for 
special purchases of natural gas, while 
billing of residential customers were 
deferred pending a decision whether 
homeowners should pay at all. 
The proposal by Columbia Gas of 
Ohio 
was turned 
down 
at 
an 
emergency hearing of the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio. 
Firms including General Motors 
Corp., Owens Coming Fiberglas Corp., 
J.C. Penney Co and Sears Roebuck & 
Co. rejected the idea, James Fullin, 
attorney for Columbia, said. 
Attorneys for the firms said they 
declined because other gas companies 
were involved and because they did not 
want to pit classes of consumers 
against each other. 
Columbia must have a decision Feb. 
10 on who should pay because that is 
the last day higher fuel bills can be 
stopped from going out to residential 
consumers, Fullin said. 


‘‘We’ll try to meet that deadline,” 
PUCO Chairman C. Luther Heckman 
said. 
Faced with a shortage of natural 
gas, Ohio utilities bought about 27 
billion cubic feet of gas from markets 
in southwestern states this winter. The 
direct purchases were exempt from 
interstate price controls, so the 
utilities paid about $62 million or twice 
the normal cost of that much gas. 
Since 
under 
state 
guidelines 
residential customers never were 
faced with supply cutbacks, consumer 
groups have argued homeowners 
should not have to help pay for the 
extra gas. 
Industries contend the gas helps 
everyone because it means continuing 
production, jobs and services, so 
everyone should pay. 
Columbia said its extra cost was 
about $17 million and that it would 
translate into a monthly increase of 
about 
75 
cents 
in 
the 
average 
homeowners fuel bill. 


Columbia has said it is anxious to 
begin recovering some of the extra 
cost to help ease the company’s cash 
flow.

Some lowland flooding has hit parts 
of the Northeast. Raging flood waters 
of Connecticut’s Ammonoosuc River 
washed out several major utility poles 
Wednesday, knocking out power to 450 
homes in the area of Bath.

By setting 1975 as a base year, Boyd 
said, tax increases can be limited to 
voted taxes and to property im­ 
provements. 
Democratic member Gene Aber­ 
crombie abstained from the vote, 
calling it “ illegal and improper.” He 
said the board was making legislative 
decisions which it has no power to 
make. 
The valuation freeze was first 
proposed by Gov. James A. Rhodes. 
It was attacked immediately by 
Democratic lawmakers as a political 
ploy aimed at taking advantage of the 
emotions of distressed taxpayers. 
After the board acted Wednesday, 
Senate President pro tern Oliver 
Ocasek, D-27 Akron, called the freeze 
“ illegal, unconstitutional and a 
sham.” 
A major bill revamping the state’s 
property tax system is pending in the 
House. The bill’s sponsor, Rep. John 
Johnson, D-88 Orrville, said he could 
not immediately say how the board’s 
rule would mesh with the legislation.

$6 .4 Billion 
Rail Program 
Goes To Ford 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A $6.4- 
billion measure to fund the creation of 
a new railroad system from the 
remains of seven ailing Northeastern 
carriers is now awaiting President 
Ford’s signature. 
Final congressional action on the 
bill, a compromise with the Ford 
administration, came rapidly from 
both the House and Senate Wednesday. 
The House approved it first 353 to 62; 
the Senate later concurred 58 to 26. 
Ford told congressional leaders earlier 
that he would sign it. 
The omnibus legislation authorizes 
new loans to help other railroads 
rebuild their track and equipment, 
authorizes funds to improve passenger 
train service in the Northeast and 
gives all railroads new freedom to 
raise and lower freight rates. 
The bill has four basic provisions: 
—It 
authorizes 
a 
$2.1-billion 
government investment in a new 
railroad called ConRail, to be formed 
by consolidating major routes of the 
Penn 
Central 
and six 
smaller 
railroads. ConRail will operate 15,000 
miles of track in 17 states. 
—It authorizes $1.8 billion in loans 
and loan guarantees to other railroads 
to help them rebuild track and upgrade 
equipment. 
—It authorizes $1.85 billion in grants 
to upgrade passenger service. Most of 
this money will be used to rebuild 
badly deteriorated track between 
Washington and Boston. 
—It substantially changes the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
regulation of the railroads. The most 
substantial of those changes will be to 
give railroads new freedom to raise 
and lower fares without prior govern­ 
ment approval. This is designed to 
allow them to compete more evenly 
with forms of transportation not 
regulated by the government.

Anderegg said the county stations 
were only testing an average of 100 
cars per month. He said it cost the 
county $6 ,5 0 0 
per month to maintain 
the stations.

Businesses Nix Gas Payments 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
- 
Businesses vetoed a proposal Wed­ 
nesday that they begin paying for 
special purchases of natural gas, while 
billing of residential customers were 
deferred pending a decision whether 
homeowners should pay at all. 
The proposal by Columbia Gas of 
Ohio was turned 
down at 
an 
emergency hearing of the Public 
Utilities Commission (rf Ohio. 
Firms including General Motors 
Corp., Owens Coming Fiberglas Corp., 
J C. Penney Co and Sears Roebuck & 
Co. rejected the idea, James Fullin, 
attorney for Columbia, said. 
Attorneys for the firms said they 
declined because other gas companies 
were involved and because they did not 
want to pit classes of consumers 
against each other 
Columbia must have a decision Feb. 
IO on who should pay because that is 
the last day higher fuel bills can be 
stopped from going out to residential 
consumers, Fullin said. 


“We’ll try to meet that deadline," 
PUCO Chairman C. Luther Heckman 
said. 
Faced with a shortage of natural 
gas, Ohio utilities bought about 27 
billion cubic feet of gas from markets 
in southwestern states this winter. The 
direct purchases were exempt from 
interstate price controls, so the 
utilities paid about $62 million or twice 
the normal cost of that much gas. 
Since 
under 
state 
guidelines 
residential custom ers never were 
faced with supply cutbacks, consumer 
groups have argued homeowners 
should not have to help pay for the 
extra gas. 
Industries contend the gas helps 
everyone because it means continuing 
production. Jobs and services, so 
everyone should pay. 
Columbia said its extra cost was 
about $17 million and that it would 
translate into a monthly increase of 
about 
75 
cents 
In 
the 
average 
homeowners fuel bill. 


Columbia has said it is anxious to 
begin recovering some of the extra 
cost to help ease the company’s cash 
flow. 


After announcement 
that 
the 
compromise effort had failed, former 
U.S. Sen. Howard M. Metzenbaum 
asked the commission to implement 
the plan by its own order. Heckman re­ 
plied the commission was not ready for 
that step. 


The chairman said the hearing 
probably 
would have continued 
anyway. 
The commission heard mayors of at 
least four Ohio towns tell of the hard­ 
ships the rising cost of fuel is working 
on residents, especially those on fixed 
incomes.

Pros Enter

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A con­ 
stitutional amendment, aimed al 
clarifying the legality of legitimate 
charitable bingo games, has en­ 
couraged professional gamblers to 
enter the market, legislators have 
been told. 
The amendment, approved by voters 
in November, authorized the General 
Assembly to define what is chantable, 
and set guidelines for regulation of 
bingo games 
Three bills, designed to at'complish 
that task, were considered Wednesday 
by a joint House-Senate judiciary 
subcommittee. 
In the meantime, according to David 
J. Young of the Catholic Conference of 
Ohio, the amendment, standing alone, 
has "invited more professionals to 
come in." He based the claim on in­

"As you are undoubtedly aware," 
Young testified, "the existence and

At the same time, the controlling 
board, which has charge of emergency 
funds, let Brown have $254,000 to beef 
up the staff of his consumer frauds 
division. The bill would transfer to 
Brown’s office the authority to carry 
out the provisioas of the 1972 Consumer 
Sales Practices Act—vested originally 
in the commerce department. 
In the wake of his $2 million budget 
cut, Peltier ordered the layoff of about 
75 employes-including ll of 22 in the 
consumer protection division—and 
kept all divisions operating but on a 
scaled down basis. 
Subsequently, complaints mounted 
among officers of banks, savings and 
loan associations, securities, and other 
types of business iaspected, examined,

WASHINGTON (A P I - Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson, D-Wash,, says that 
campaign season tax cuts were a 
mistake which failed to revive the 
economy. Instead he proposes energy, 
housing, public works and Jobs 
programs to do the job, at outlays that 
could run to $20 billion. 
But Jackson and his advisers decline 
to put any price tag on his proposals 
and say instead that they are con­ 
sidering various possibilities without 
deciding now which ones the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nominee 
would 
adopt. They say that the choice would 
depend upon economic conditions 
almost a year from now. 
At the same time, Jackson, for years 
one of Israel’s staunchest American 
defenders, advocates negotiations in 
the Middle East to create a demili­ 
tarized buffer zone in the Sinai Desert 
and perhaps along the Golan Heights 
to give Israel stable and defensible 
borders with Egypt and Syria. 
Jackson does not propose new taxes 
to pay for his economic programs and 
contends they can be implemented 
without creating huge new budget defi­ 
cits. He doesn’t say how. A deficit of 
more than $70 billion is in prospect this 
year without such programs. 
Jackson says his proposals could be 
paid for in part by new income from 
offshcre oil leases, an income he 
estimates at $2 billion a year. 
The administration’s new budget 
estimates receipts from outer con­ 
tinental shelf leasing at $6 billion 
during the next fiscal year. According 


to a spokesman for the Bureau of I^nd 
Management, leases sold during 1975 
brought in just over $1 billion. The 
Interior Departm ent forecasts an 
accelerated rate of leasing in the new 
budget year. It is not clear how much 
continuing revenue the government 
can get from the leases, since royalties 
depend on successful oil and gas ex­ 
ploration. 


Jackson, who is making his second 
bid for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, 
said 
much 
ot 
the 
remaining cost of new programs would 
be absorbed by the increased tax 
revenues he says will follow a cut in 
the unemployment rate and boosted 
industrial and business activity. 
But he has no specific plan to bridge 
the revenue gap during the period of 
recovcr>’ he says he can bring about. 
Jackson offers a few precise figures. 
He promises a detailed economic 
position paper later. 


He said in an interview that the 
hallmark of a Jackson administration 
would be “ a complete reversal in the 
economic downturn.” 
He rejects the notion that economic 
expansion has ended in the United 
States and that Americans must ac­ 
cept a *’nogrowth” economy for the 
foreseeable future. 
However, there is no Jackson budget 
plan to show exactly how his programs 
would continue that expansion and 
reduce 
unemployment, 
or 
exactly 
what they would cost and how they 
would he paid for.

NEW YORK (A P ) - Did the Con­ 
sumer Price Index rise 9.1 per cent or 
just 7 per cent in 1975? 
Although the difference is a great 
one, you’ll find both figures being used, 
sometimes for political as well as 
economic reasons. Defenders of one 
figure sometimes angrily accuse the 
others of attempting to distort. 
Here are the facts: 
In 1974 the CPI closed at 147.7, 
meaning it was nearly 1*6 times the 
level of the base period, the year 1967. 
One year later it finished the year at 
161.2. That’s a 9.1 per cent increase. 
But, if you measured the change in 
prices from 
December 
1974 
to 
December 1975 you’ll get another 
answer. In 1975, the December index of 
161.2 was just 7 points higher than the 
154.2 of December 1974. 
Distortions of this sort occur when 
you have a rising rate in one year and a 
falling rate in another, as indeed 
happened in 1974 and 1975, respec­ 
tively. 
If you average out all the monthly 
increases for 1975 you arrive at a 9.1 
point increase, and that is the official 
figure that is now in the record books. 
The situation might be illustrated 
with an unlikely example Assume that 
in one year prices ascended, beginning 
with a rise of 1 per cent in January, 2 in 
February, and on to a final month 
reading of 12. 
Add up the monthly figures. You’ll 
find the total is 78, which you divide by 
12, the number of months, to arrive at 
an average increase for the year of 6.5. 
Now reverse the direction of the 
changes. Instead of a rising rate, as in 
1974, assume a declining rate, as in 
1975. Begin with a rate of 12 in January 
and work down to 1 in December. The 
average is, of course, the same. 
But, if you measure the final mon­ 
thly figures for each year — that is, 
measure the change from December to 
December — you find an entirely 
different figure. 
In this extreme and unlikely 
example, one figure is 11, the other 6.5. 


his men say they won’t try to produce 
one until they see what shape the 
economy is in next fall.

$4-hillion program to rebuild the rail 
beds would employ up to 60,000 per­ 
sons. 
They said a program expanded to 
include electrification of rail lines and 
the construction of overpasses at high­

provements would cost a total of $6 
billion to $9 billion and create some 
200,000 to 250,000 jobs. 
But aides say that at this point 
Jackson has not committed himself to 
either program but is only presenting a 
range of price tags for future con­ 
sideration. 
They take the same position on 
energy development plans. 
Jackson’s energy board 'would be 
patterned after the War Production 
Board which directed the industrial 
mobilization of American industry 
during World War II. Jackson con­ 
tends it would spend only what was 
earned from new federal oil leases.

aim at organizing private industrial 
efforts. 
Jackson is also proposing an ex­ 
panded national 
housing 
program 
based upon a minimum 2.6 million 
housing starts a year, 600,000 of them 
subsidized by the federal government. 
The Jackson camp has no precise 
cost and job impact figures for this 
proposal but gives ranges based on 
past experience in the housing field. 


In the real situation, as measured by 
the government, the figures are 9.1 and 
7. 
Which is the correct reading? Again, 
the official rate, the one that goes on 
the books, is 9.1 per cent. It provides 
the better comparison of prices that 
existed in each year, considering the 
year as a whole. 
Many analysts, however, say the 
more significant rate Is that for only 
the past 12 months. That, they say, 
provides the trend. It gives us a better 
indication of direction, a more up-to- 
date reading of current forces.

Jackson Would Push 
Energy, Job Programs 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson, D-Wash., says that 
campaign season tax cuts were a 
mistake which failed to revive the 
economy. Instead he proposes energy, 
housing, public works and Jobs 
programs to do the job, at outlays that 
could nu) to $20 billion. 
But Jackson and his advisers decline 
to put any price tag on his proposals 
and say instead that they are con­ 
sidering various possibilities without 
deciding now which ones the Demo­ 
cratic presidential 
nominee would 
adopt. They say that the choice would 
depend upon econom ic conditions 
almost a year from now. 
At the same time, Jackson, for years 
one of Israel's staunchest American 
defenders, advocates negotiations in 
the Middle East to create a dem ili­ 
tarized buffer zone in the Sinai Desert 
and perhaps along the Golan Heights 
to give Israel .stable and defensible 
borders with Egypt and Syria. 
Jackson does not propose new taxes 
to pay for his economic programs and 
contends they can be implemented 
without creating huge new budget defi­ 
cits. He doesn’t say how A deficit of 
more than $70 billion is in prospect this 
year without such programs 
Jackson says his proposals could be 
paid for in part by new income from 
offshore oil leases, an income he 
estimates at $2 billion a year 
The adm inistration’s new budget 
estimates receipts from outer con­ 
tinental shelf leasing at $8 billion 
during the next fiscal year. According 


to a spokesman for the Bureau of land 
Management, leases sold during 1975 
brought in just over $1 billion. The 
In terio r Departm ent forecasts an 
accelerated rate of leasing in the new 
budget year. It is not clear how much 
continuing revenue the government 
can get from the leases, since royalties 
depend on successful oil and gas ex­ 
ploration, 


Jackson, who is making his second 
bid for the Democratic presidential 
nom ination, 
said 
much 
of 
the 
remaining cost of new programs would 
be absorbed by the increased tax 
revenues he says w ill follow a cut in 
the unemployment rate and boosted 
industrial and business activity. 
But he has no specific plan to bridge 
the revenue gap during the period of 
recovery he says he can bring about. 
Jackson offers a few precise figures 
He promises a detailed economic 
position paper later. 


He said in an interview that the 
hallm ark of a Jackson administration 
would be “ a complete reversal in the 
economic downturn.” 
He rejects the notion that economic 
expansion has ended in the United 
.States and that Americans must ac­ 
cept a “ nogrowth” economy for the 
foreseeable future 
However, there is no Jackson budget 
plan to show exactly how hts programs 
would continue that expansion and 
reduce unemployment, 
or exactly 
what they would cost and how they 
would be paid for The candidate and 
Dear Abby:

WASHINGTON (A P) - Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen’s Democratic presidential 
campaign is facing a crucial test in 
Oklahoma in nine days and a poor 
showing there could force him out of 
the national race, according to sources 
close to the senator. 
The Texas Democrat was fourth in a 
field 
of 
five 
candidates 
in 
the 
Mississippi caucuses last week with 
less than 2 per cent erf the delegates. He 
needs 
a 
respectable 
finish 
in 
Oklahoma’s Feb. 7 caucuses to prove 
he has support in his own region of the 
country. 
One source close to Bentsen said if 
the senator comes in a weak third in 
Oklahoma, trailing former Georgia 
Gov. Jimmy Carter and the state’s for­ 
mer senator, Fred Harris, he may 
have to drop out. 
“ It would be pretty tough” to 
overcome such a poor showing, the 
source said. “ He’d have to slide out or 
say it ain’t possible. That’s his neigh­ 
boring state. He’s got to run strong.” 
Meanwhile, busing to achieve school 
desegregation was brought up as an 
Lssue in campaigning Wednesday. 
Republican 
challenger 
Ronald 
Reagan, campaigning in New Hamp­ 
shire, said he opposes busing but “ the 
law is the law.” And Alabama Gov. 
George C. Wallace, a Democratic 
candidate touring Massachusetts, 
called for a constitutional amendment 
that would make busing voluntary. 
The Bentsen source said that after 
talking with Oklahoma politicians he 
believes that in a statewide, popular 
ballot “ Bentsen would win hands 
down.” But in party caucuses, moder­ 
ate candidates have difficulty per­ 
suading supporters to participate. 
Campaign director Robert Healy 
refused to predict how Bentsen would 
finish in Oklahoma, saying only, “ I 
think Oklahoma is going to be impor­ 
tant for us.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Deeply 
entrenched Ohio families may get the 
chance this bicentennial year to 
display historic homestead plaques on 
their homes. 
The Senate approved 32-0 and sent 
the House Wednesday a bill that lets 
the Ohio Historical Society design and 
issue the plaques to homesteads in 
which Ohio families have resided for 
100 years or more. 
Sen. Donald E. “ Buz” Lukens, R-4

bill permits to historical society to 
design special emblems for the 
plaques. They would be issued to 
eligible families willing to bear their 
cost. 
By an identical 32-0 vote, the Senate 
completed passage of a 
House 
measure that allows churches and 
other tax exempt properties to avail 
themselves of the exemption even 
though they failed to apply, as in­ 
tended under the law.
